Ir 1s set down in the chronicles of mid-Victorian 
England that a charming old lady once exclaimed: “Well, 
only let me get safely to heaven, and I don’t mind very much 
what happens to the world.”

But that was a long time ago, and for many years there has 
been an increasing revolt against the assumption that religion 
is concerned first with the next world, and only secondarily 
with this. The pendulum of thought and emphasis began 
to swing in the opposite direction until today it has gone 
almost to the other extreme.

The supreme task of the Church. today is to cultivate 
and keep alive the sense of a true otherworldliness without 
which religion cannot survive, and the soul of man must 
remain strangely restless and unsatisfied. A profound belief 
in God and the soul must always be the inspiration of its 
worship and its message, though this world and all temporal 
things therein, is its parish. 

In a letter to The Spectator, under the heading “What 
does the Church stand for 2?” a layman wrote: “We do not 
go to a hospital for books nor to a library for medicine. For 
what then do we go to church ? To answer that the Church 
stands for all good things which are said and done is no answer 
at all. The man in the street will at once reply that there is 
no need for such an omnibus society. If the Church seeks 
to do everything it will be futile. You people claim to say 
something about God. Say that first. We are concerned 
about social and international affairs. But we do not want to 
hear you on them unless you have first told us about God. 
All philanthropies, excellent as they are; all your good advice, 
are nothing if you have no sure word to give us about God.”
